The majority of mercury reports include releases from broken thermostat switches, broken household and lab thermometers, and requests from private citizens to 
recycle elemental mercury found in containers at residences. On-Scene responses include air monitoring, small quantity cleanups, and collection of elemental 
mercury and mercury containing devices for recycling.
